WASHINGTON <T?v— The capital 
said farewell to Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy today with eulogies in 
church and Senate chamber for his 
campaigns against communism. 
In high vaulted 
St. 
Matthew’s 
Cathedral, 
where McCarthy was 
married four years ago, his griev 
ing widow and friends heard him 
praised as a courageous "w atch­ 
man of the citadel.” 
Then 
in the Senate 
chamber 
where he rose to prominence and 
later was condemned by his col­ 
leagues, the controversial Repub­ 
lican from Wisconsin was extolled 
as an intrepid fighter against the 
"maligant power of darkness.” 
The two ceremonies preceded JJie 
departure of an airplane bearing 
McCarthy’s body hack to his home 
town, Appleton, Wis,, for final bu 
rial rites Tuesday. McCarthy died 
unexpectedly Thursday at Bethes­ 
da Naval Medical Center of a liver 
ailment. 
At St. 
Matthew’s before 2,000 
mourners Archbishop Patrick A 
O’Boyle sang a solemn pontifical 
Mass of requiem over the flag 
draped 
casket. 
The cathedral’s 
pastor, the Rt. Rev, Msgr 
John 
K. Cartwright, praised McCarthy 
as a courageous “ watchman” who 
alerted his countrymen to the men 
ace of communism, 
An Intrepid Fighter 
Mrs. McCarthy, the beautiful 31 
year old Jean, held back her tears 
until the very end of the cathedral 
service. When Archbishop O’Boyle 
took her hand and spoke a few 
gentle words, she bowed her head 
and wept for a moment. 
In the chamber where he had 
Served more than IO yeari, Mc­ 
Carthy was praised by the Senate 
chaplain, the Rev. Dr. Frederick 
Brown Harris, as an intrepid fight­ 
er against “ insidious enemies of 
the republic, malignant powers of 
darkness.”

kissed for his

Of late they have even seen this 
occur in the cabinet. 
It is unheard of for a cabinet 
m ember to oppose the President 
publicly. 
He can do it privately, 
within the bosom of the presiden­ 
tial family.

Israel Unwraps 
Military Aid 
From France 


By United Presa 
Israel celebrated its ninth inde­ 
pendence dey today by disclosing 
it had received massive supplies 
of French armor and jet planes 
that could help awing the balance 
of power in the Middle East. 
At the same time its navy units 
maneuvered at Eilat on the Gulf 
of Aqabn in a naval abow that 
emphasized Israel's intention to 
sail the gulf and which brought 
words of wanting from Jordan. 
Israel took 
the wraps off its 
French military aid with a parade 
at Tai Aviv which showed that 
more than 80 per cent of the Is­ 
raeli heavy equipment was from 
France. 
Thirty-six French-built Myatere 
jets flashed overhead—more than 
three tim es the number Iarael ever 
had acknowledged receiving from 
France. 
In addition to the French .equip­ 
ment and the diacloiure that Is­ 
rael is moving away from depend­ 
ence on the United States for mil­ 
itary aid, Iarael showed off an 
impressive collection of captured 
equipment — Russian tanks and 
guns taken from Egypt in the Sinai 
Desert. 


Mor* ti an SOO.OOO^Israelis turned 
out for the parade, but conspicuous 
by their absence were the diplo­ 
matic representatives of Russia, 
Bulgaria, Romania and Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
Russia and Czechoslovakia 
had supplied Egypt with much of

SPRINGFIELD W -Illinois legis 
lators, who have been assured of 
a pay raise this year, now receive 
less than their counterparts in New 
York, California 
and Massachu­ 
setts. 
But the Illinois lawmakers, who 
get $5,000 a year, are paid much 
more than legislators 
in other, 
smaller states. 
California provides the best com­ 
parison with Illinois in the m atter 
of legislators’ pay. 
* 
California legislators, according 
to Hie 1957 World Almanac, are 
paid $6,000 a year, plus $14 a day 
expenses while in session. 
Cali­ 
fornia holds regular sessions in 
odd-numbered years and budget 
sessions in even-numbered yeari. 
This is precisely the arrange­ 
ment proposed for Illinois in Gov, 
William G. Stratton’s recommen­ 
dation for annual legislate# ses­ 
sions. 
The pressure for a pay increase 
for Illinois lawmakers is based on 
the assumption that there will be 
annual sessions and they will have 
to work every year instead of ev­ 
ery two years. 
A bill has been Introduced in the 
Legislature to raise the lawmakers 
pay to $6,000 a year—the same 
pay received by California legisla­ 
tors. Illinois legislators do not re­ 
ceive daily expenses, but they do 
get travel expenses. 
Administration leaders have an­ 
nounced that Stratton will approve 
a pay increase for legislators this 
session if one is passed by the 
General Ass mbly. Certainly there 
is no reason to doubt that the leg­ 
islators will vote to raise their 
own pay. 
In fact, In view of the gover­ 
nor’s assurance, there could be a 
move to amend the pay increase 
bill to a higher figure. 
Pennsylvania, however, which is 
New York legislators are paid 


$7,500 a year, and they meet in 
annual sessions. 
Massachusetts lawmakers receive 
$5,200 a year plus travel expenses. 
They also have annual sessions. 
New Jersey and Ohio both pay 
their legislators what Illinois law­ 
makers now get— $5,000 a year. 
in the same class as Illinois ac­ 


cording to sire and population, pays 
its legislators only $3,000 a year. 
From these top figures, the pay 
of legislators around the nation 
ranges down to a flat $5 a day in 
North Dakota, $600 a session in 
Connecticut and $872 a year in 
Nebraska. 
The pay of legislators in neigh­ 
boring states includes $1,800 a year 
in Indiana, $2,000 per session in 
Iowa where there is a session 
every two years, $125 a month and 
mileage allowance in Missouri, and 
$200 a month while in session in 
Wisconsin. 


Stratton also has passed the word 
that he will not oppose a move 
to increase the length of state rep­ 


resentative terms from two to bar 
years. 
That thoro would bo engfe 
a move was reported by United 
Press last veek. 


Stratton’s only condition was Blat 
the proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment for four year terms not bo 
tied to his proposed amendment 
for annual sessions. He does not 
want his annual sessions amend­ 
ment to rise or fall on approval of 
four year term*. 


Like the pay increase, tho four. 
year term move is tied in with 
the prospect of annual sessions. 
If they have to work every year, 
some legislators feel, they should­ 
n’t have to run for election so 
often. 
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
